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PEOPLE OF GAINESVILLE 
FLEE TO HOUSE TOPS 


Entire Town Is Under Water and 
Many Lives Reported Lost—In 
Southwest Texas Several 
Towns.Have Been Swept 

Away.

Gainesville, Tex., July 2.—At 3 a. 
m. the situation is here momentarily 
growing more desperate. The water 
is rising faster and faster and the 
report comes that stil! greater flood 
is coming down upon this place from 
the direction of St. Joseph. The 
cries of terror-stricken people can be 
heard on every hand. 

It is reported that a Santa Fe pas- 
senger train has been ditched three 
miles from this point on account of 
washed-out tracks, and it is thought 
that many lives have been lost. A 
relief train has been sent out. 


Gainesville, Tex., July 3.—At this hour, 
1 a. m., the city is under 4 feet of water. 
Thousands of people are on the hopse 
tops. There are rumors of loss of life, 
but it is impossible to confirm the story, 
-as the city is in total darkness. 

The damage will reach from $150,000 to 
$200,000. Two creess, which flow by the 
town, one through the center and one 
west, are a mile wide. The water is ris- 
ing rapidly. 

_ It started raining here today about 10:30 
a. m ina slow drizzle, which lasted un- 
til about 6:30 p. m., and then started 
to pour down. It is the greatest flood 
known here in many years; in fact, many 
old settlers say they never saw its equal. 
No accurate estimate can as yet be learn- 


ed as to the damage done by the waters. . 


The streets resemble flowing rivers. 

At minight there was no abatement 
in the heavy: downpour. <A fierce elec- 
' trical storm has been raging for the last 
half hour. 

Pecan creek, which flows through the 
city, and algo Elm creek are past their 
highest mark and they are rising rapidly. 
Numerous houses along the banks are 
in great danger of being momentarily 
washed away. The distress signal has 
heen sounded through the town and nu- 
merous parties are striving to reach and 
aid those pressed by the water. The en- 
tire fire company has come out, but. can 
cdo but little good, for the fact that all 
culverts and some sewers are washed 
away, which makes it impossible for the 
heavy wagons to seach those needing aid, 

Around the Santa Fe railway depot 
water is flowing to the depth of 6 or 7 
feet. Tyler & Simpson's large wholesale 
house is in danger of being flooded. A 
thousand sacks of flour have been car- 
ried there and are being stacked around 
the store in an effort to keep out the 
water. 

The streets are crowded with barefoot- 
ed and rubber-booted. men running here 
and there ready to do what they can 
against the water. All those residing in 
the lower portion of the west end of the 
town have been compelled to leave their 
homes on account of 5 feet of water flow- 
ing thrugh the houses. 

Telephone messages from adjacent 
towns report a flood equal to the one in 
Gainesville. 

Eleven Reported Drowned. 

Dallas, Tex., July 2.—A cloudburst and 
tornado swept over the country between 
San Antonio and Corpus Christi today 
and news was received late tonight that 
eleven persons are known to have lost 
their lives near Pettus. There are ru- 
mors of other fatalities. Reports of loss 
of life at Beeville were received early in 
the evening, but late tonight around- 
about telephone connection was secured. 
A stretch of country between San An- 
tonio and Beeville, in which all wires are 
down, is believed to have suffered ge- 
verely. 

Southwest Texas Swept. 

San Antonio, Tex., July 2.—A cloudburst 
visited the southwestern section of Tex3s, 
entailing a heavy property loss. 

The flood, which was tHe result of tre- 
mendous rains that have been falling 
continually in southwestern Texas since 
, Tuesday last, swept down Medio creek 
' valley, submerging land and railway 
tracks to a depth of 6 feet. The towns 
of Normanna and Pettus were completely 
inundated. Many thousand acres of corn 
@nd cotton land were swept by the tor- 
@ent, and it is reported that the crops 
@ill be a total loss. The tracks of the 
@outhern Pacific and the San Antonio and 
Aransas Pass railroads are washed out 
at many points and several bridges were 
destroyed.

Kountz Tells the Jury Why He 
Killed Walsh, 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 2.—In the trial of 
Walter P. Kountz, charged with the mur- 
der. of Contractor Walsh, the defendant 
was the first witness. He told how he had 
met his wife at Hot Springs and married 
her there in 1902. In January of 1908 they 
came to Pittsburg and in February his 
wife made arrangement for them to live 
in'a pertion of the Walsh home. On March 
21, he went home accompanied by his 
-gtother and found Walsh in his wife's 
bed room. He accused her of infidelity. 
‘My wife,’’ said the witness, “replied, 
‘All | marricd you for was to work you, 
aud if you don’t get away I will kill you.’ 
She always carried a revolver.” 

Continuing. the witness testified:

her to go to a hospital, as she was sick.

Torture Under Examination and 
While Going Through the 
Bertillon System of 
Measurements. 


George D. Cosby and B. F. Cosby, of 
Montgomery county, Alabama, were yes- 
terday brought to the federaf @rison at 
Scuth Atlanta to begin upon a sentence 
of one year and a day for peonage.. These 
two men are the frst ever brought to 
the United States ‘pemitentiary for such 
a charge. 2 ae 

' Immediately upon “their arrival 
were turned over to Officer Nye to have 
their pictures taken and to be subjected 
to the examination’of the Bertillon sys- 
tem, which .leayes @ man at: the end 
with his every distinguishing charac- 
teristic and his @Very measurement left 
on record as a felon in’ the mrefully- 
kept penal records. 

It was very evident that both the 
Cosbys suffered terribly under the ex- 
amination, and from the appearance of 
their eyes, sleep and rest have been 
unknown to these Alabamans this long 
time. Of rugged build-and kindly faces 
naturally, there was.in the stoop of their 
shoulders and the awful expression of 
discouraged bewilderment sure proofs of 
the broken spirit within. — 

It was only the day before that, not- 
withstanding the advice of their law- 
yers to the contrary, they pleaded guilty 
to the charge of peonage and were 
sentenced by Judge Jones in a gourt 
rcom that wag filled. with weeping fries ds. 
After being photographed and meas- 
ured under the direction of Officer Nye, 
they’ were taken down to the basement 
and there stripped of theiy clothes and 
in their place given the uniforms of faded

Came .-.Near Breaking Down. 

When taken to their cells it was believed 
that the two men wouls break down. But 
they did not. And yet it was an easy 
matter for the most c&sual spectator to 
see in the horrible look of lonesomeness 
that haunted their eyes, the terrible con- 
trasts they were drawiv? with their for- 
mer Jife. of freedom.«’For ‘there is little 
in the natrow confines of an iron-bound 
cell te suggest long rows of cotton or in 
the @Casured tread of the warder the 
happy sounds that belong to the happy 
Cutside world. 

And it was easy to see, too, that It was 
the warder despair that had marked these 
last new comers for his own. Dazed al- 
most to the point of stupefaction, they 
did not seem to realize the sudden and 
terrible change in their environment, but 
they .looked. like men who felt that they 
had lived too long and were struggling in 
vain to forget that last parting with their 
loved ones. Or it was easy to believe that 
they were living in a beautiful dream- 
world of memory’s making and that the 
prison.bars that hemmed them in were 
not bars at all but the green leaves of the 
trees that they had left in Alabama with 
the sun struggling to find its way through 
the dense foliage. But the sun is never 
the same after it is drifted through the 
iron gratings of a penal institution where 
men go to live alone by day and lie awake 
by night with the bitterness of remorse 
eating away at the heart that cannot 
forget the suffering that must come to 
others. And so it was that litfle by little 
tepid came to a realization of all that had 

happened in the long, long day and all 
that must come in the long, long year to 
come. 

George Cosby is 40 years old and the

Louisville, Ky., July 2.—Before an au- 
dience which crowded Macauley’s theater 
to the dvors, Booker T. Washington, head 
of the Tuskegee Normal school, tonight 
delivered an address in which he said that 
recent regrettable events in connectiou 
with the race question only went to show 
fhat lynch law was not confined to any 
section of the country. These events, he 
Said, tended to simplify the problem by 
making it national. He admitted that the 
race was now passing a very serious and 
trying period of development, and appeal- 


‘ed. to the negro to be calm and exercise 


self-control.

ago by President Roosevelt. 


What Booker Said. 

Principal Washington said in part: 

“In the midst of the present deep inter- 
est growing out of matters connected with 
our race it can be stated that recent 
events, as regrettable as they are, have 
tended to simplify the probleth in one 
direction at jeast. The events to which I 
refer show that the questions pertaining 
to Our race are each day, more and more. 
becoming national rather than local and 
sectional ones. When we cah carry the 
question up into the atmosphere where 
men of all races; north and south, will 
discuss tt with calmness, with absenée of 
passion and sectional.geclaeg, 1 believe we 
shalt have made a distinct advance. 

“In the presént season of anxiety, and 
almost of despair, which possesses an 
element of the race, there are two things 
which I wish to say as strongly as I 
may. 

“First, let no man of the race become 
discouraged or hopeless. Though their 
volces may not be o or Icudly lifted, 
there are in his pans ay north and south,

President Fortune explained that the 
presence of the picture was mefely an in- 
cident, it having been painted by a negro 
woman of Louisville, and he characterized 
the discussion as unseemly andunfortunate 
In a few minutes one of J. C. Price, the 
founder of Livingston college, North Caro- 
lina, was brought out and placed beside 
the painting of Washington. 

The greatest excitement, 
caused when the report of the nominating 
committee was heard. There were two 
reports, the minority naming I. P. Scott, 
of Louisiana, for president, and Alice 3, 
Corey, for secretary. The majority Te- 
port was objected to because the name of 
Hays, of Virginia, was not on it. The mo-

T. T. Fortune as president was then put 
and the report was adopted amid cries 
of foul play.

Such a man is Judge Thomas 
Jones, of Alabama, to whom more po tov 
should be given for blotting out the in- 
famous system of peonage than to any 
other. Judge Jones represents the very 
highest type of southern manhood, and 
there are hosts of others like him. 


Negro Must Struggle. 

“Second, let us keep before us the fact 
that, almost without exception, every race 
or nation that has ever got upon its feet, 
has done so through struggle, and trial 
and persecution; and that out of this very 
resistance to wrong, out of the struggle 
against ofds, they have gained strength, 
self-confidence, and experience. 

“And not. the least of the blessings of 
such a struggle is that it keeps one hum- 
ble and nearer to the heart of the Giver 
of all gifts. 

“No one should seék to close his eyes 
to the truth, that the race is passing 
through a very serious and tryimg pe- 
riod.of its development; a period that calls 
for the use of our ripest thought, our most 
sober judgment, and frequent calls to Him 
who has promised strength to the weak. 

“During the season through which’ we 
are now passing I am going to ask with 
all the emphasis that I am able to com- 
mand that each individual of. the race 
keep a calm’ mind, and exercise the great- 
est dégree of self-control; and that we all 
keep a’brave heart. Let nothing lead us 
to extremes of utterances or action. By 
this method of procedure we shall be able 
to justify the faith of our friends, and 
conform our enemies. In the affairs of a 
race, as with great business enterprises, 
it is the individual of few works and con- 
servative action, who commands respect 
and confidence. Vastly ‘more. courage is 
often shown in one’s ability to suffer in 
silence, or to keep the body under when 
sorely tempted, than in acting through 
the medium of. 4 mob. In the long run it 
is the race or individual that exercises the 
most patience, forbearance and self con- 
trol in the midst of trying conditions that 
wins its cause and the respect of. the 
world. t nothing iriduce u- to descend 
to the level of the mob, but rather direct 
our course in a dignified atmosphere. 

Negro Not Coward. 

“In advocating this policy, I' am not 
asking that the negto act the coward. 
We are not cowards. Phe part which we 
have played in defending the flag of our 
country, in every war in which we have 
been engaged is sufficient evidence of our 
courage. The .recent outbreaks of the 
mob emphasize two lessons, one.for our 
race and one for the other citizens of our 
country, south and north; for it is to be 
noted that the work of the lyncher is not 
confined to one. section of the country. 

“the lesson for us is that we should 
see to it that so far as the influerice of 
parent, of school, of pulpit and of the 
press is concerned no effort’ be ‘spared to 
impress upon our own people, especially 
the youth, that idleness and crime should 
cease and that no excuse be given the 
world to label any large proportion of the 
race as idlers and criminals. © 

“We should let the world know on all

Athens, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—The sec- 
ond day’s session of the University sum- 
mer school brought many more teachers 
to enroll themselves as pupils. There are 
now in the summer school over five hun- 
dred teachers and several hundred more 
are expected within the next few days. 
The classes are being rapidly organized 
and are getting down to effective work. 

Last night a delightful musical enter- 
tainment was tendered the visitors at the 
University chapel, and this morning a 
large audience greeted. Dr. Edgar Gard- 
ner Murphy, of Montgomery, Ala., who 
spoke on the subject of ‘“‘Commerce and 
the Common Schools.’’ 

Pr. Mufphy declared that back of every 
business contract there was an uncon- 
scious contract between the man and the 
land on which he lived. The man offers 
his inte:lfgence and effort as considera- 
tions and the considerations offered by 
fhe land are security and opportunity. 
Dr. Murphy emphasized the fact that ev- 
erything that makes for law and order, 
peace, civic and legal stability gives to 
the man the security he needs for the 
prosecution of his business, while every- 
thing that makes for violence and law- 
lessness is adverse to that security. The 
average home-maker is held to the soil 
by the desire not only to benefit himself, 
but in the chiefest measure his children. 
Dr. Murphy took up the work that the 
south is doing for education and declared 
+ that. too little money is being spent on 
the common schools. He made compari- 
sons between the money spent by South- 
efn states and the states of the west to 
snow that the south was lagging in this 
work. He. declared that in proportion as 
fhe common schools were made more 
efficient peace and good order thrived 
and the people were bound to the goil, 
and that good schools not only kept the 
people of a section content, Dut that they 
attracted home-seekers. Better schools 
would add to the white population and 
would gradually make the relative differ- 
ence between the races in the south much 
‘greater. Speaking of the fact that the 
common schools are great upbuilders of 
the business interests of a community, hé 
declared that the capital we needed in 
the south was nosso much that of capi- 
talists who put their money in southern 
enterprises and live in the north, as it 
was'the capital of those people who come 
amcng us, cast their lots with us and in 
every way identify themselves with our 
section. 

Dr. Murphy’s address was one of the 
most interesting ever heard in this city. 
Tonight at the chapel Profesor M. M. 
Parks, of Savannah, delivered a splendid 
lecture on London.

| Charges of Wholesale Fraud 


Made Against Alabama 
Company. ‘ 


Montgomery, Ala., July 2.—\(Special.)— 
Assistant State Examiner of Public Ac- 
counts T. J. Rutledge today filed with 
the governor a sensational report on the 
depredations on state school lands by cer- 
tain parties. 

A part of his report says: “The War- 
rior Coal and Land Company was incor- 
porated February 19, by G. M. Lovejoy, 
W. A. McWhorter, J. C. Burger, T. J. 
Cornwell, V. Ferguson and W. F. Porter, 
all of Bessemer, Ala. Soon after the or- 
ganization of this company a series of 
systematic frauds commenced around 
Bessemer and adjoining grants, which in- 
cluded a large quantity of coal land be- 
longing to the state university, the Girls’ 
Industrial school and a number of pri- 
vate individuals, 

“A numbé@r of persons have-been en- 
gaged in procuring numerous fraudulent 
and fictitious deeds to land and manipu- 
lating and transferring by deed from one 
person to another, composing a gang of 
adventurers. Property so conveyed would 
be finally transferred to the said War- 
rior Coal and Land Company. Many of 
these deeds were obtained from criminals 
and outlaws, ignorant and _ irresponsible 
parties, both white and black.”’ 

The examiner then shows that the fol- 
lowing land had been secured: From’ the 
state university,; 2,240 acres; from the 
Girls’ Industrial ‘school, 600 acres; from 
other state schools, 1,920 acres, and from 
private corporations, : 8,500: 

The examiner goes.on .at length telling 
of how the scheme was worked, and said 
that if there was no law to convict these 
men there should be one passed by the 
legislature. The prominence of the par- 
ties mentioned in his report will add to 
the sensation when it becomes known.

there in annual. session this afternoen. 
‘The meeting was called to order by Judge 
‘Marcus W. Beck, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee. 

| After the routine organization business, 
including the adoption of the daily pro- 
gramme, thirty-five new members were 
admitted to the association. President 
‘Burton Smith took the chair shortly after 
the opening of the session and will pre- 
side throughout the convention. 

| The feature of the day was the address 
lof President Burton Smith, on ‘Trusts 
and Monopolies."’ He handled his subject 
in a masterful manner and was given an 
attentive hearing. 

_ The presence of Judge Alton B. Parker, 
of New York, is an interesting feature 
of the convention. Judge Parker has met 
all the attorneys attending the convention 
and has been the recipient of much at- 
tention. There has been no talk of poli- 
tics. Judge Parker has shown a distinct 
disinclination for conversation of this 
character and his hosts have respected 
his wishes. 

| Following the address of the president 
ian able end highly interesting report was 
‘made by Washington Dessau, of Macon, 
‘for the committee, which has made a 
study of the Torrens system for the regis- 
‘tration of land titles. The excellent re- 


sults obtained from the system based on 


‘this plan were dwelt upon and it was 
recommended that the legislature be ask>d

' It will be my purpose, among others, to 
trace somewhat the history of the ques- 
tions vitally involved in the general 
meaning of the word trust, and en- 
deavor to point out what my investiga- 
tion leads me to believe is the basic prin- 
ciple upon which statutes and decisions 
shovild proceed. 
|Mr. Smith then gave a history Of mo- 
nopolies beginning with the time of Em- 
peror Zeno and tracing their progress in 
England. 
| The right of- reasonable opportunity 
to use one’s capital, whether that capital 
be money, or land, or brain, or muscle, 
to use it without unreagonable restriction; 
to use it whether the capital be large or 
small, the land vast or limited; whether 
the intellect be crude or cultivated; 
whether the brawn be mere uncultivated 
strength or whether it be skilled labor, 
a a proposition so fundamentally, so vi- 
lly and eternally entwined in the nature 
of man that ail efforts to overturn it 
must and shall fail. 
Men Needed More Than Laws. 


| We are told «hat trusts cannot be con- 
broiled. It ocours to me as possible that 
what we need is not so much more léeg- 
lation on the trust question as men 
more willing or better fitted to enforce 
existing laws. Indeed, the most aggres- 
sive advocates of trusts are now begin- 
ning to attack more savagely common 
laws decisions on the trust question than 
even they attack legislation on the sub- 
ect.

Congressman Littauer, of New York, 
Is Mentioned in Connection with 
the Scandal—Secretary Root 
Orders a Searching 
Investigation.

Washington, July 2.—Secretary Root to- 
day had a< conference with General 
Humphrey, quartermaster general; and 
Colone[ Patten, who has charge of the 
clothing supplies for the army, regarding 
the contract for gloves with E. R. Lyon, 
who, it is claimed, obtained his supply 
of gloves from the firm of which Repre- 
sentative Littauer, of New . York, is a 
member. The gecretary has directed that 
an inquiry be made into the whole sub- 
ject with a view to ascertaining whether 
any. officer made cgntracts in violation of 
the statutes and for such other informa- 
tion as may be obtained. 

The papers in the matter of allegations 
about the contract for gloves have been 
referred to Judge Advocate General Davis, 
who will examine them: to ascertain what 
action the war department shall take 
from a iegal and military standpoint. 
Some allegations have been made that the 
glove contract was let to Lyon even after 
a lower bid had been made, put this could 
not be verified at the department. While 
one section of the revised statutes pro- 
hibits contracts which will inure to the 
benefit of a member of congress, another 
section excepts a contract made with a 
corporation in which the congressman has 
shares of stock. 

It is said at the war department that no 
matter what may be-the outcome of this 
matter, the statute of limitation will lie 
against any criminal prosecution, but this 
wil not prevent any civil proceedings for 
the restitution of money involved in the 
contract, 

General Luddington on the Scandal. 


Syracuse, N. Y., July 2.—General Mar-

Washington, July 
Cannon’s declaration of 
position to any kind of currency 
legislation during the next congress should 
not be accepted without some‘ grains of al- 
lowance. 

There is no doubt that his opposition 
to the Aldrich bill was of the most de- 
termined character when that measure 
was before congress during the last ses- 
sion and there is no doubt that this oppo- 
sition will be continued in the new con- 
gress. The prospective speaker looked 
upon the Aldrich.plan as simply a de- 
vice for widening the market for mis- 
cellaneous bonds and increasing their 
prices. 

Toward the Fowler bill Mr. Cannon's 
opposition was not nearly of such a de- 
termined character. He did not approve of 
that measure and would, doubtless, have 
voted against its final passage had such 
a vote been reached and had he not 
been able to secure amendments that 
would have made it satisfactory to him. 
After a talk with the president, how- 
ever, he so far modified his opposition 
to the Fowler bill:as to acquiesce in its 
being taken up py the house, and he is 
on record as voting in the affirmative on 
the votes by which it was taken up in 
Spite of the determined opposition of the 
democrats. The amendments to the 
Fowler bill which Mr. Cannon would like 
to have had adopted would have been 
in the digection of incrgasing the pro- 
posed tax on the circulating notes to be 
issued without bond security so’ as to 
have made them emergency notes rather 
than pure credit currency, 

Cannon Will Compromise. 


Mr. Cannon, as chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, when the repub- 
licang have been in power, and as senior 
republican member of that committee, 
when the democrats were in power, has 
HAd more experience than any other man 
in the house of representatives in con- 
ducting hard fights against the senate 
He appreciates the advantage of taking 
the most extreme position in the begin- 
ning of a fight so as to bave more room 
for trading and compromising in the end, 
This may explain hig present talk of op- 
position to all currency re formMegislagion. 
‘If his future is to be judged by his 
past, however, it can safely be predicted 
that he will he influenced largely by the 
attitude of the republican majority ig the 
house of representatives. There is no 
danger that that majority will favor the 
Aldrich bill. — 

If, however, it should become apparent 
to Mr. Cannon that his party associates 
in the house favor a measure along the 
general lines of the Fowler bill it is 
not probable that he would carry his 
opposition further than endeavoring to 
have it amended to meet his views as 
to emergency currency.

THREE LOSt LIFE 
N WILD STORM 


New York Cily Visited by Ter- 
rilic Blow Yesterday, 


Panic at Baseball Park, Where Thou- 
sands Had Gathered To Witness 
Ball Game—Three Persons 
Killed During the 
Storm. 


New York; July 2.—A terrific storm 
here today followed a period of intense 
heat. There were four deaths from the 
heat today and a score or more of pros- 
trations. Already three deaths, directly 
traceable to the storm, have been_ re- 
ported and many persons caught in the 
fury of the wind were injured. At one 
time the gale blew at the rate of 72 
miles an hour in the upper part of New 
York, according to the weather bureau. 
Many places were struck by lightning, 
which played eontinuously for an hour 
or more. 

A great section of the Mafhattan fietd 
fence was blown down, and there was 
almost a panic among the thousands of 


men and women who had gathered at 
the Polo grounds adjoining to’ witness the 
New York-St. Lowis game. The Polo 
grounds were flooded with a foot of water, 
the game was off and the attention of the 
officials and police was directed to get- 
ting the half panic-stricken baseball en- 
thusiasts to a place.of safety. 

There were in reality two storms, but 
they blended into one.

One of the most interesting points 
made in his address -.was made upon 
the pro to-reduce the tepresenta- 
tion of southern states in the house of 
congress because of the disfranchige- 
ment of voters. Strangely €noiigh, he 


‘says the reduction cannot-be constitu- 


tionally made so long as the fifteenth, 
amendment remains a part of the con- 
stitution. That amendment super- 
sedes the fourteenth. If the former 
had not been adopted making any law 
void that deprived the negro of suf- 
frage on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude, then 


(states could haye disfranchised voters 


on those grounds and’ congress could 
also have penalized them’ by reducing 
their representation in the house of 
representatives. 

But the fifteenth amendment made 
all such discriminations void from the 
beginning and a statute establishing 
them is no more a law than if it had 
never been passed, quoting for this 
view the decision of the supreme court. 


Hence.a state cannot be penalized con- | 


stitutionally for passing a statute or 
adopting a suffrage system that is un- 
constitutional and therefore not law. 

Mr. Gardiner holds that “‘the grand- 
father clause” is a regulation of the 
void sort and that the supreme court 
of the United States would so hold, 
while at the same time sustaining 
discriminations of whatever sort ap- 
plying equally to all citizens of the 
state and not actually based on condi. 
tions of race or color, 

The grandfather clauses in south- 
ern constitutions affect but very few 
citizens and every one of them so af- 
fected is an illiterate or the clause 
would not have found ‘supporters in 
any convention of the people. The 
percentages of white illiterates enfran- 
ehised by it in any state is too incon- 
siderable to be worth this questionable 
method of allowing them to vote. The 


| dictum of the supreme court of the 


United States that such clauses are 
void would not affect the political 


status and complexion of any state in } 


the south. 

Mr. Gardiner’s clear and convincing 
address is arousing wide-spread atten- 
tion in the northern press and strong 
republican newspapers are compelled 
to admit that his arguments must 
cause a cessation of much criticism 
heretofore heaped on the south’s suf- 
frage laws and certainly block any act 
designed to reduce the representation 
of southern states in the house of 
representatives because of such laws,

Pensions in the Year 2050. 

Calculating from past experience 
this country will be paying for the lib- 
eration of Cuba for a hundred and forty- 
seven years to come. According to 
last year’s record we are still paying 
pensions to four widows and four 
daughtérs of pensioners of the revolu- 
tionary war, and that war ended near- 
ly a hundred and twenty years ago. 
One survivor of the war of 1812 is 
yet getting his quarterly pension 
checks ‘and 1,317 widows of his com- 
radeg are doing likewise. There are 
6,828 Mexican war pensioners living 
and the widows of 8,017 are drawing 
pensions on that account. The num-

A Famous Fourth in Atlanta. 

When the old car shed shall be re- 
moved, if ever, one interesting occasion 
will remain long associated with its 
memory. That was the Fourth of July 
in the centennial year, when a monster 
crowd packed the old shed to suffocation 
and Alexander H. Stephens delivered a 
great patriotic. speeech. All the usual 
accompaniments of a Fourth of July 
jubile@ were present and people from 
nearly every county In north Georgia 
were present. The negroes had a great 
old time that day and there were 80 
many of, them they had to be hauled 
in and out of town in cattle cars. The 
people of the city joined almost unan- 
imously in the celebration and the most 
distinguished citizens and. officers of 
state filled the platform from which Mr. 
Stephens spoke, 


The First Post-belhum Fourth. 

The first Fourth of July celebration I 
mixed in affer the war was in Maeon in 
1865. The city was the headquarters and 
rendezvous of General Wilson's army 
corps of cavalry and he was the com- 
mandant of the post. 

The celebration was gotten up by the 
fedgal officers. A stand was erected 
in the old city park south of the Central 
railway and draped with the national 
colors. Somebody read the Declaration. 
and somebody spoke a_ long-winded 
harangue about how the union had bean 
Saved and secession whaled. 

Great hordes of clav-stained negro 
Stragglers who had followed the army 
through Alabama and western’ Georgia 
were a big part of the audience and 
shouted like furies over freedom and ‘‘de 
Fote o’ July;” I know I got so mad over 
the whole blatant affair that I got away 
from it before it was half done and for 
many years after had no use for the 
day whatever except to live through it. 


Fateful Gettysburg. 

Today will not be without interest to 
our old confederate veterans who were 
before the gyns of Round Top and Ceme- 
tery hill at Gettvsbure fust forty years 
ago! While it was not our victory and 
was the turning point of the war—a 
downward movement from which we 
never recovered—yet it was a day of glo- 
rious deeds and brought immortal fame 
to many a gallant soldier. It was one 
of the great battles of the world’s his- 
tory and wpon its field the following year 
Abraham Lincoln uttered ‘that little but 
ever memorable speech that is now em- 
bodied in the classics of oratorical ef- 
fort. 


A Fourth of Bitter Memories. 
There was one Fourth of July that has 
always had bitter memories for the old 
confederates and that was the one on 
which General Pemberton = surrendered 
Vicksburg to General Grant. It is true 
that the grayback boys were in a hard 
state—ragged, tired and hungry. Even 
mule meat was a luxury, uBt scarcely a 
man in that whole heroic and beleaguered 
army was not fhnaddened at the act of 
Pemberton in agreeing to haul down his 
flag on the Fourth of July! Pemberton 
never ceased to be blamed for it, although 
his explanations were deemed sound by 

military experts at home and abroad. 


Patriotic Societies. 

Fortunately for the preservation of in- 
terest in revolutionary history we have 
in Georgia a society of the Sons of the 
Revolution and many chapters of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
Qur noble women takéthe larger interest 
in these matters and to them we 4are in- 
debted for the salvation of much and 
valuable colonial and revolutionary his- 
tory. 

But we Have in America other socteties 
of patriotic purpose that ought to have 
chapters, such as the Military-Order of 
Foreign Wars, the Society of Indian 
Wars, the war of 1812 and the war with 
Spain.

Working on the Tax Bill. 

The subcommittee of -the ways and 
means committee, of Vath of which Mr.

According to Mr. Maples, sentiment 1n 
his action jis strongly in favor of a pardon 
for Jarrells, on the ground that. he. has 
been sufficiently pinishéd. °Mr.: Maples 
Says he has presented a. petition to the 
commission in the prisoner's Behalf sign- 
ed by more than 1,000 citizens, including 
the judge and solicitor general before 
whom he was convicted.

Some Interesting Bills. 

Among the new bills that found their 
way to the clerk’s desk in the house 
yesterday several were of more than or- 
dinary interest. 

For cone thing, Mr. Felder wants to 
make it unlawful for’any person ‘to ‘ride 
a bicycle or any similar vehicle on the 
sidewalk of any suburb of a city, where, 
of course, city ordinances would not ap- 
ply. 
“That looks like a bill for the relief 
of the citizens of Vineville,”’ “some one 
jokingly suggested to Mr. Felder. 

Another rather unusual proposition 
comes from Mr. Calvin, of Richmond. His 
new bill proposes to exempt voters from 
disclosing their ages, except to show that 
they have passed their majority, when 
they present themselves for registration. 
To some this might look like a prelim- 
inary to a woman's suffrage measure. 

The registration of all cotton gins, and 
reports of the number of bales ginned, 
constituting a state record of the cotton 
crop, is contemplated in a bill by Messrs. 
Hixon and Lane, of Sumter. Such a law 
would provide an excellent record of the 
Georgia crop. 

Another bill, by Messrs. Hardman and 
Holder, of Jackson, and Shackelford, of 
Clark, proposes to increase the appro- 
priation to the Confdderate Soldiers’ 
Home by $2,500. At the recent meeting of 
the trustees of the home they found they 
eould not satisfactorily conduct that in- 
stitution without this extra assistance. 


Speed of Automobiles. 

The committee to which was referred 
the bill by Mg. Calvin, of Riehmond, to 
limit the speed of .automobiles and other 
motor vehicles has reported favorably on 
that measure, and it is now before the 
house with a prospect of early consider- 
ation. 

So far none of those interested in the 
sport of automobiling have appeared to 
enter a protest against this measure. The 
bill proposes to limit the gpeed of motor 
vehicles in cities and incorporated towns 
to 8 miles an hour. This feature is not 
likely to provoke opposition, since most 
cities and towns now have.ordinances on 
this subject, limiting them to 8 and in 
some instances to 6 miles an hour. But 
it says they shall not run faster than 
15 miles an hour on any country road in 
the state. If this becomes a law it is 
likely to destroy the sporting feature in 
automobiling.. However, so far as auto-

The Atlanta and West Point Railroad 
Company has been given a year of grace 
by the railroad commission. 

The commission decided yesterday that 
it would let its recent order restoring the 
Atlanta, and West Point to the second 
clags stand for one year from the date 
of the order, which is April 1 last. This 
means for one year ths 'West Point will 
be allowed to charge tie standard tariff 
plus 10 per cent on certain classes of 
freight. At the expiration of that time 
when the road is put back in the first 
clags it will be allowed to charge the 
standard tariff only without percentage. 

This decision has comé after a hard 
and persistent fight on both sides. On 
the petition of the Atlanta and West 
Point, after. a hearing, the commission 
about ‘two months ago gave that road 
permission to inérease its freight charges 
As stated. The citizens of LaGrange, 
West Polrit and ‘other ‘points along the 
liné of the road'asked for a rehearing, 
which was granted: ‘They urged the com- 
mission to rescind this order, and the 
regult of the hearing is stated in the 
following order, as already outlined:

eae. the maximum ‘freight rates allowed by 
the: commission to be charged by the Atlante 
and West Point Railroad Company were’ the 
Standard tariff rates with |O per cent added, 
except on classes C, D, F, J and P, which 
clagses took standard tariff rates, without any 
percentage added. 

Oh October 16, 1902, the commission, of its 
owh motion, removed this additional 10 per 
cent and allowed the standard tariff rates 
only, without hearing either the railroad or the 
patrons thereof on the subject. 

The railroad eompany immediately filed an 
application preying that this order be revoked 
and that its ‘rates ‘be alloWed to remain un- 
changed. '®he application was denied and the 
reduced rates. went Jnto effect on October 15, 
1902, it being the purpose of the commission 
to ascertain what the actuai operation of, the 
new rate would be before considering — “the 
restoration of the old rate. 

After the new rate had been in force for 
abgut five months, the question was again 
taken up, the valtrakd having renewed its ap- 
pli¢ation. Due notice was given both the com- 
pafiy and the citizens of various towns along 
its lime of road. After considering all of the 
facts brought out by the hearing had in the 
matter, the commission was of the Opinion that 
the old rate ought to be restored, at least for 
the time being, and such rates were restored; 
subject, howeyer, to the further order of thie 
commission. While it wae not so stated in the 
order, the commission, in its discussion of the 
ease before reaching a decision, was of the 
bpinion that the restoration of the rate during 
one year would under «he circumstances be 
just and reasonable. ° 

Upon considering this matter now, upon the 
rehearing just had, the commission is of the 
vpinion that the rates prescribed in circular 
294 ought to remain in force for one year 
“eT the time it was restored, viz: until April 

(1904, at the expiration of which time the 
silledare tariff rates without percentage ought 
to become of full force and effect on said road, 
It Is accordingly so ordered.

The method 
used by this gang was to sell a ticket short of 
its final Gestination. In this way the ticket 
would not be taken up by the last conductor 
who would turn it into the auditor's hands, the 
preceding conductors simply punching it and 
mot taking the ticket up. It is almost impossi- 
ble to estimate the losses sustained by the 
roads through this gang, whose members were 
finally convicted and sentenced to long terms 
in the penitentiary of Illinots. 

“Recently two prominent brokers in the city 
of Indianapolis were arrested and their offices 
searched and thougands of plugged and alter- 
ed tickets recovered, also the tools and acids 
used, forged stamps, rubber type and all neces- 
sary paraphernalia found in their offices. 

‘These’ men have been held to the grand 
jury, and an effort made on the part of the 
Railway Ticket Protective Supply Bureau to 
convict them. 1 had charge of the work in that 
city at the time. Mr. Joseph Richardson, 
chairman of tne Southeastetn Passenger Asso-

New York, ‘July 2.—The advance.in De- 
cember and January today was due entire- 
ly to.short covering before the burean to- 
morrow. There is a general indisposition 
on the part of the market to take any 
risk at this season of the year, under the 
manipulative character of dealings tn the 
other crop months. At 10c a pound for 
the fall positions, short selling probably 
has been a feature, and as the crop has 
not advanced as rapidly for the entire 
month as many Rad hoped, for this rea- 
son the government may not advance the 
figures above 77 or 78 and shorts were in- 
clined to get under cover and wait devel- 
opments.

The attorneys for J. F. Turner, charged
